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ANNOUNCEMENT. 


St. Luke’s is a general hospital, organized in 1871 under 
the auspices of the Episcopal Church; but no distinction is 
made between the various nationalities or creeds, its doors 
being open to all. Patients are allowed every facility for 
receiving the consolation of their own churches. 

The hospital is situated on Valencia Street, near the junction 
of Mission Street, surrounded by well-kept grounds. It 1s free 
from the cold winds, fog and noise of other portions of the 
city, while at the same time easily accessible by the Valencia 
Street cars, which pass the door; also by the Mission Street line 
and the San Francisco and San Mateo electric cars, which pass 
within a block. 

The corps of Attending Physicians and Surgeons is com- 
posed of men of known reputation and ability. 

The members of the House Staff are also thoroughly efficient 
and attentive to their duties. 

The Directors desire especially to bring St. Luke’s Hospital 
to the notice of patients from a distance who may desire 
special treatment from surgeons or physicians in the city. 
Such persons can be accommodated as in a hotel, yet have the 
care and comfort of a home, and have their own physicians and 
nurses if desired. 

St. Luke’s Hospital cares for three classes of patients: In 
the first class are those who are able to pay the hospital charge 
for board, nursing and medicines, but are unable to pay for 
the services of a physician or surgeon; in such cases medical 
attendance is furnished by the hospital. The second class 
consists of private patients who select their own physicians or 
surgeons (who may be members of the attending staff or not), 
and who come to the hospital for the accommodations it af- 
fords. The third class is composed of those who are unable to 
pay anything to the hospital, and are admitted to the free 


beds. 
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All kinds of acute, curable and non-contagious diseases are 
treated in the hospital. Chronic and incurable complaints 
may be received and retained at discretion, but will not be 
permanently proviled for. No patients are admitted suffering 
from any ailment that would occasion discomfort to other 
patients. 

All reputable physicians and surgeons are invited to send 
their patients to the hospital, where they may attend them 
without fear of interference. The hospital is always glad to 
assist doctors in obtaining trained nurses. 

Patients sent into the hospital by physicians not on the 
hospital staff cannot be treated by any member of the hospital 
staff except by special request from the doctor sending the 
patient into the hospital. The Board of Directors desire to 
extend every hospitality to the physicians of the community 
at large, and to assure them every attention and courtesy from 
the resident executive and medical staff. Their orders will 
receive the same attention as those of the regularly appointed 
visiting staff. Many conveniences which add greatly to the 
efficacy of the hospital work are being installed from time to 
time, and a most satisfactory service is guaranteed to any 
physician or surgeon treating his patients here. 

Complete records are kept of every patient from admission 
to discharge, to enable those physicians and surgeons who so 
desire to obtain ready reference to their cases. 

The operating-room armamentarium is complete; electrical 
apparatus for urethral, bladder and ureteral examinations and 
for trephining are on hand. The hospital is lighted by elec- 


tricity. 

The hospital now has a well-organized laboratory, supervised 
by an eminent pathologist. A resident pathologist devotes his 
entire time to pathological work. 

The tray service of the hospital is supervised by a trained 
dietitian and is all that can be desired. Special diets are reg- 
ulated strictly by the orders of the attending physician.

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ENDOWMENTS. 


Fifteen thousand dollars endows a bed in perpetuity in the 
wards. 


Thirty thousand dollars endows a private-room bed in per- 
petuity. 


Endowments of any amount will be gladly received and sery- 
ice will be rendered yearly to the extent of the earning ca- 
pacity of the amount donated and in strict conformity with 
the wishes of the donors. 


RATES. 


Beds in the General Ward, $2.50 per day or $14 per week. 

Beds with two in a room, $3 per day or $20 per week. 

Private rooms in the wings, $3.50 per day or $21 per week. 

Private rooms in the Mills Building (with special tray serv- 
ice), $5 to $7 per day or $30 to $40 per week. 


OBSTETRICAL CASES. 


Kspecial care is given to obstetrical cases, the charges for 
which are from $3 to $7 per day for the room, which includes 
nursing in ordinary cases. To this is to be added the phy- 
sician’s fee of $25 unless the patient is already under the care 
of a physician, or is in some special need of charity. 


CHARGES. 


The above charges include board, lodging and the attention 
of a nurse on general duty and must be paid weekly in ad- 
vance. Over-payments will be refunded, but when the service 
is for less than a week the daily rate will be charged. 
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EXTRA CHARGES. 


Nurses.—Undereraduate special nurses, if one can be spared 
from the Training School, are charged for at the rate of $3 
per day. For graduate nurses the charge must be arranged be- 
tween the patient and nurse directly. A oraduate nurse 
charges $25 per week for women patients and $30 per week 
for men. The hospital charges $7 per week for the board of 
oraduate nurses. 


Medicines and Dressings.—All prescriptions will be charged 
for in accordance with the cost of the materials used. Exces- 
sive quantities of dressings or special dressings other than 
those ordinarily used in the hospital will also be charged for.

X-Ray Work.—Charges for X-Ray work vary from $5 to 
$30. 


or photographs may be obtained. 


The plates are the property of the hospital. Duplicates 


Operating Room.—The charge for the use of the operating 
room varies from $5 to $20, depending on the time consumed. 
This charge includes the anesthetist and gas anesthesia when 
needed. 


Pathological Examinations.—Ordinary pathological exam- 
‘nations of blood, urine, sputum, feces, ete., will not be charged 
for. The following class of examinations, however, will be 
charged for: Histological examinations of tissues, Wasser- 
man reactions, examinations requiring the inoculation of 


cuinea pigs, autogenous vaccines, ete. 


Professional Fees.—The professional fee must be arranged 
between the patient and physician or surgeon and is not in- 


eluded in the hospital charge. 
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VISITORS. 


Visiting Hours.—Visitors are admitted to the wards between 
2 and 5 p. m. and 7 and 9 p. m. 

Relatives and friends will not be permitted to remain in the 
hospital over night, except by special permission from the Su- 
perintendent, when they will be assigned to a room and charged 
the regular daily rate for the room. 


NOTES. 


Laundry.—The personal laundry of the patients will not be 
done by the hospital laundry. 


Contagious Diseases.—No eases of a contagious nature will, 
under any circumstances, be admitted to the hospital. 


Gifts—Under the rules of the hospital no member of the 
House Staff, Nurse or Employee, is allowed to receive any 
compensation or gift from any patient, unless authorized to do

so by the Executive Committee. 


Valuables —The hospital will not be responsible for money 
or valuables, unless deposited in the office. 











FORTIETH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
PRESIDENT. 


To the Members of the Corporation of St. Luke’s Hospital: 

Dear Sirs: In connection with his annual report, the presi- 
dent, in accordance with established custom, herewith submits 
the reports of the superintendent, treasurer, executive com- 
mittee, resident physician and superintendent of nurses, from 
which complete information about the working affairs of 
St. Luke’s Hospital may be obtained. 

During the year ending September 30, 1911, 1570 patients 
were treated, as against 1313 in the preceding year. 

The total number of days of hospital care were 19,853, of 
which 860 days were to free patients, as compared to 560 days 
in the preceding year. 

Notwithstanding the confusion and inconvenience necessar- 
ily attending the removal of our hospital buildings from their 
old location to the back portion of our recently acquired prop- 
erty, in order to make room for the new buildings, yet our 
income from hospital service has been maintained to a remark- 
able extent, when the accommodation which we have had to 
offer is taken into consideration. 

In addition to the purchase of land, about 150 feet by 230 
feet. situated on the corner of Army Street and San Jose Ave- 
nue and immediately adjoining our property to the north, re- 
ferred to in our last report, we have bought a piece of land 
100 feet by 120 feet on the corner of Army and Valencia 
Streets, at a cost of $12,500. We are now the owners of the 
full block bounded by Valencia and Duncan Streets, San Jose 
Atvenue and Army Street, with the exception of a lot 125 feet 
by 120 feet on Valencia Street. 

The purchase price of these two pieces of property, amount- 
ine to $32,000, was met by generous donors, with the excep-

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tion of $3000 taken from the treasury of the hospital. ‘These 
gifts again call for our gratitude to the donors. The old hos- 
pital buildings have now all. been removed to the newly ac- 
quired land, with the exception of the Keene Building, which 
has been moved to the ground formerly occupied by the Mills 
Building. The total cost of these changes and the necessary 
repairs has been about $15,000. The plans for the new build- 
ings are completed, contracts have been made and work 
will be begun immediately. 

It gives me pleasure to announce that an additional grant 
of $15,000 has been received from the Trustees of the San 
Francisco Relief and Red Cross Funds. 


I beg leave to call your attention to the fact that our most 
pressing needs for the near future are: 


First—Endowment funds to enable us to do more free 
work. 

Second—Twenty thousand dollars to complete the furnish- 
ing of the new hospital, | 

Third—Thirty-two thousand dollars to pay off the mort- 
gage upon the property, which has been in existence for a 
number of years. 


It is to be hoped that some of our wealthy friends will emu- 
late the generosity of the donors whose munificent gifts will 
enable us to build our new hospital, so that with additional 
funds the usefulness of the hospital may be greatly increased. 


During the past summer the position of Superintendent was 
offered to William R. Dorr, M. D., a well-known physician of 
ability, who has also had experience in hospital work while 
Superintendent of the City and County Hospital of San Fran- 
eisco. We think we are very fortunate in having secured the 
services of so competent a Superintendent. 

I again desire to acknowledge the indebtedness of the hos- 
pital to the visiting and consulting medical and surgical staff 
for their valuable services. 

I also desire to state that the Resident Physician, Superin- 
tendent of Nurses, as well as the employees in all departments 
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of the hospital, have performed their duties in a most satis- 
factory manner. 

I must also again report that we are greatly indebted to 
Archdeacon Emery, our Secretary and Treasurer, for his very 
efficient and painstaking services, which can only be thor- 
oughly appreciated by those who see and know about them.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


To the President and Directors of St. Luke’s Hospital: 

Gentlemen: From the beginning of the present fiscal year 
up to the Ist of July, when Dr. Dorr assumed the position of 
Superintendent of the Hospital, the general management was 
under the charge of the Executive Committee, with the very 
valued assistance of Dr. F. W. Birtch, who was made Assist- 
ant Superintendent. 

The purchase of the Hecht lot, on the corner of Valencia 
and Army Streets, made possible by the generosity of Mrs. 
Whitelaw Reid, Mrs. Louis F. Monteagle and Messrs. Bourn, 
Crocker and Pope, enabled us to arrange at once for the re- 
moval of the old buildings to clear the ground preparatory to 
the erection of the new hospital. 


The north and south wings were detached from the Admin- 
istration Building and the moving was accomplished in such a 
manner that only one building was out of commission at a 
time. The total cost to date has been $11,326.50, to which 
must be added the expense of the sidewalk on Army Street, the 
painting of the buildings and the refitting of the Mills Build- 
ine, which will bring the total cost up to about $14,000. When 
the work is finished the plant will be in better condition than 
it has been for fullv ten years and we trust that during the 
period of construction we shall have sufficient patronage to 
meet our current expenses without drawing on our Reserve 
Fund, 


The committee would express their high appreciation of the 
loyalty and the efficient work rendered by all the members of 
the House Staff during the ‘very trying time of these changes 
and of those physicians who have sent their patients there 
when the outward appearance of the buildings was so far from 
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being attractive. The fact that they continued to do so speaks 
volumes for the good work of the house doctors and of the 
nurses.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


San Francisco, October 1, 1911. 
3oard of Directors St. Luke’s Hospital. 


Gentlemen: It is my privilege to present to your honor- 
able body the annual report of the internal affairs of the hos- 
pital for the year ending September 30, AOE, 

At this time I wish to express my deep appreciation of the 
honor that has been conferred upon me, by having been 
selected as your superintendent; and to assure you that while 
continuing as such my best efforts will be extended in attempt- 
ine to justify the confidence that has been placed in me. 


Having only been here during the last three months of this 
fiseal year, I am in no position to fully review the work ex- 
cept during that short time. 

During the last four months St. Luke’s has been passing 
through a very trying period. All of the present hospital 
buildings have been moved from their former location to posi- 
tions on the Army Street frontage of this property. ‘This 
moving of the buildings, and at the same time keeping the 
hospital in running order, had been extremely well planned 
by Dr. Birtch, our Resident Physician, and was partly ac- 
complished when I took charge. The moving of the buildings 
has taxed the resources of all departments of the hospital, but 
there has been cheerfulness and ability shown by all employees, 
so that there has been a minimum amount of discomfort for 
the patients. At the same time we have temporarily lost 
considerable patronage, so that looking at the last four months 
from a purely financial standpoint is not at all flattering to 
the management. The amounts spent in the last four months 
will. I believe, be counterbalanced when we are once settled, 
as our buildings are now located so as to minimize as much 


as possible the work of administration and service. 
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Through the wise counsel of Archdeacon Emery, the inter- 
iors of the wings have been entirely repainted, and in fact 
thoroughly house-cleaned, so that in their new location all of 
the rooms are attractive and sunny. The operating pavilion 
has likewise been given a thorough overhauling, and the Mills 
building is now undergoing the same proeess. The exterior 
of all the buildings, with the exception of the Mills and the 
Keene, has been painted. The sidewalk on the Army Street 
frontage has been completed and put in first-class shape. 

The above temporary changes and remodelings which have 
undoubtedly raised the efficiency of this hospital are, how- 
ever, eclipsed by the fact that through the large-heartedness of 
certain friends we will shortly have an up-to-date modern 
building in which to serve the patients applying to us for 
treatment. 

We are also to be congratulated upon the fact that the 
donors of the new hospital building have selected an architect, 
Mr. Hobart, who not only in his plans has shown a most pleas- 
ing exterior, but has so arranged the interior as to assist the 
nurses and other employees in rendering to the patients the 
best hospital service in the city which has always been the 
endeavor of St. Luke’s Hospital. 

We desire also at this time to express our thanks to the 
large number of physicians and surgeons who although not 
officially connected with the hospital still send us a large num- 
ber of cases and by their counsel and interest in the hospital 
have assisted us very materially in keeping the same in the 
high position it holds in the community. 

It has always been a question to know just how much space 
to devote in the annual report of a hospital to detailed statis- 
tics which, except to people intimately familiar with hospital 
reports are decidedly dry reading and often unintelligible. 

Mr. W. V. 8. Thorne, of the Presbyterian Hospital, New 
York City, has, however, made a very decided step in this 
direction in indicating in his work entitled ‘* Hospital Account- 
ing and Statistics,’’ what has been found useful in that hos- 
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pital. The forms suggested by him have been adopted by a 
large number of eastern hospitals. We therefore present ours 
as far as possible in accordance with the same scheme, so that 
our statistics can be accurately compared with many of the 
eastern hospitals. 


In the following pages will be found the detailed reports 
of the different departments.

During the year an arrangement has been made with the 
Children’s Hospital by which the nurses receive a two 
months’ course in obstetrics in their maternity department. 


The district nursing has been continued under the direc- 
tion of the Nurses’ Settlement, Nineteenth and Iowa Streets, 
and has proved its worth by widening the outlook of the 
nurses and in preparing them for private work in homes 
where all the conveniences of a hospital are not found. Spe- 
cial thanks are due Mrs. Schweitzer and Miss Hagerty for 
their personal kindness to the pupils doing this work. 
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The course in practical dietetics under a trained dietitian 
has been of great benefit to both nurses and patients. 

We have had very little serious illness in the school and 
must extend thanks to the ‘visiting and resident staffs for their 
faithful services to the nurses whenever called upon. I must 
also thank them for their gifts to the nurses at Christmas. 

My thanks are also extended to the Board of Directors and 
Visiting Staff for their support in the administration of the 
affairs of the school.

TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES 


Applications must be made personally or in writing to the 
Superintendent of Nurses, who will furnish blank forms for 
application. 

Applications should be accompanied by a physician’s cer-

tificate of health. 

The most acceptable age is from twenty-one to thirty-five 
years. 

Applicants may be received at any time during the year 
when there is a vacancy. 

The Superintendent has full power to decide as to the fitness 


of the applicant for the work, and to retain or dismiss her at 
any time during the months of probation. 


Candidates are admitted on probation for six months, when, 
if accepted, they will sign a written agreement to conform 
strictly to all rules and to remain for three years, which in- 
cludes the probation period. 


At any time during the three years pupils may be dismissed 
for cause deemed sufficient by the authorities of the Hospital. 


During the first two months the probationer may not wear 
the uniform of the school. 


After the first two months the sum of five dollars per month 
is allowed for uniforms, text books and other expenses con- 
nected with the school, This is not considered as wages; the 
instruction given is deemed a full equivalent for services. 


Board, lodging and laundry are provided by the Hospital. 
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The pupils are allowed a vacation of three weeks each year, 
also an afternoon of each week and four hours off duty 
Sundays. The hours of work are ten day-duty, and twelve 
night-duty. Two days are allowed at the end of a month’s 
night-duty. 


In sickness the pupils are cared for in the Hospital, but 
receive no pay for that time. When sick longer than two 
weeks the time is added to the term. 


Each nurse receives the badge of the school when she com- 
pletes the three years’ work, and her diploma at the time the 
craduating exercises are held. Nurses are required to pass 
satisfactory examinations before being graduated. 


As St. Luke’s Hospital is a church institution the manage- 
ment require from the nurses the same respect and consid- 
eration for the Christian religion that they expect from the 
officers of the Hospital, and that neither by word nor act shall 
any nurse, while on duty, assume any position or express any 
opinion antagonistic to the church and its teachings.

successors and assigns forever. 


Section 1313 of the Civil Code of this State provides that 
‘“No estate, real or personal, shall be bequeathed or devised 
to any charitable or benevolent society or corporation, or to 
any person or persons in trust for charitable uses, except the 
same be done by will duly executed at least thirty days before 
the decease of the testator; and if so made at least thirty 
days prior to such death, such devise and legacy, and each 
of them, shall be valid; provided, that no such devises or 
bequests shall collectively exceed one-third of the estate of the 
testator leaving legal heirs, and in such ease a pro rata deduc- 
tion from such devises or bequests shall be made, so as to 
reduce the aggregate thereof to one-third of such estate; and 
all disposition of property made contrary hereto shall be void, 
and go to the residuary legatee or devisee, next of kin, or heirs 
accordme to law.’’
